Vancouver, March 4. — (Special) — The

It. train near Lethbridge a short 
time ago is all gut ideutilied its John 
Treleaven, a Cornishmau who was in 
Vancouver a short time before. He was 
much disappointed in business. He was 
interested in an invention called ti safety 
insulator. 

The steamer Cutch arrived to-day from 
Skagway. l'urser Turner reports n very 
rough pitssage. The only news of im- 
portance brought down was that rates 
were being ruinously cut by packers and 
the railway company. Owing to the 
enormous amount of freight being band- 
led by the railway company they were 
about as slow iu delivering us the pack- 
ers. 

Frank Burnett was in the Southern 
Pacific smash-up coming through Ore- 
gon.

Warren, Alderman McQueen 
and T. Matthews were among those who 
opposed it, stating that it was a ques- 
tion that should never be brought up iu 
the Liberal association, and would be 
the means of showing Ottawa that the 
Liberal party was split on the question. 

Through the influence of the minority 
of eight a resolution to wire, approving 
of Mr. Maxwell's "deal," as coining 
from the Liberal association — although 
only 44 Liberals attended the meeting — 
was withdrawn, also the part of the reso- 
lution referring to Mr. Maxwell's action 
it was decided should uot be sent to 
Ottawa. The World says editorially to- 
night that the result of the meeting of 
44 Liberals to discuss Mr. Maxwell's 
action is insignificant. The Province 
calls the assemblage of the 44 Liberals a 
meeting of the Liberal association. 

The Trades and Labor Council last 
night turned their coats inside out and 
voted for the leasing of Deadman's island 
for saw mill purposes. At U recent meet- 
ing of the council a resolution was unani- 
mously passed against tile deal. 

The tailoring est nblishment of Muuson 
& Lamb, New Westminster, was broken 
into on Thursday night and $;>00 worth 
of goods stolen.

Frank Burnett, of Vancouver, in de- 
scribing an accident to a Southern Paci- 
fic train on which be was a passenger, 
says: " We were coining through Oregon 
Tuesday night when a big smash-up 
lined near Hoseburg.

NEWS OF THE CAPITAL. 

Rule for the Inspection of India, Ceylon 
Japan and China Teas. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa. March 4.— Instructions to col- 
lectors of customs in regard to the exam- 
ination of teas have been consolidated 
and amended. The rule hereafter will 
be as follows: On India, Ceylon and 
Japan leas, over 10 cents per pound on 
board ship at port of shipment, or 12 
cents per pound landed in Canada; in- 
spection will not bo compulsory, although 
the department may cause any importa- 
tion to be examined by experts. On all 
consignments of teas invoiced at prices 
less than the foregoing, inspection by 
the departmental exports at Ottawa or 
Vancouver will bo necessary. In regard 
to China tens, however, there is a differ- 
ence. In order to guard against importa- 
tion of adulterated teas from that coun- 
try, the figure at which China greens 
will be exempt from compulsory inspec- 
tion is made two cents higher than Japan 
and India.

NEW ERA FOR MILITIA 



General Ilutton Hints at Important 
Scheme of Preparation for 
Any S rvice. 



Finds (he Force in State of Tem- 
porary Paralysis—Too Much Ite- 
liauee on Mother Country. 



Toronto, March 4— Major-General llut- 
ton, speaking last night at the annual 
dinner of the garrison sergeants, made 
some remarks of Importance in reference 
to the Canadian militia. 

" A national army to me, us a soldier," 
the General proceeded, " does not mean 
what we have now in Canada. 1 am 
sorry to tell you that you, gentlemen, 
who represent the lighting units, are at 
the present time, from my point of view, 
and from that of all generulB aud staff 
olBcera who have to do with the move- 
ments of troops in the held, in a state of 
temporary paralysis. 

•' But what we are all determined to 
do— officers and men alike— is to render 
to Canada the best she can demand, to 
give her as far us possible an ideal army, 
which shall be capable uot ouly of the 
defence of Canadian soil, but of partici- 
pating, when necessary, iu the defence 
of the Empire. (Cheers). 

" I shall be met in some Quarters with 
the words, 'What you expect will neces- 
sitate large expenditure of public money-' 
I answer, 'No.' 

" 1 am asking the government, nnd 1 
anticipate u favorable reply (cheers) to 
let us soldiers organize ourselves, prepare 
ourselves, at a comparatively small cost, 
for an eventuality which may happen at 
any moment. 

" 1 feel this— and I am sure you will 
all agree witli me— that the time has ar- 
rived for Canada not to rely so much on 
the strong arms of the old country, hut 
to assume responsibilities essentially hers 
as a young and vigorous nation." (Loud 
and long continued applause). 

CANADIAN FISH COMBINE. 

Company Organized to Control the Fish 
Business in Eastern Provinces. 

Toronto, .March 4.— Application will be 
made at flic coming session of flic Do- 
minion parliament for the incorporation 
of the Dominion Fisli Company. This 

will correspond witli the lish ( ibmc in 

the United States, and will control the 
whole fisli business of die Eastern prov- 
inces. Over 100 companies or plants of 
greater or less magnitude are operating 
on the upper hikes, while a total of 3,000 
men are actively employed in fishing. 
Last August an agreement was arrived 
at between most of these by which the 
price was to he maintained for the ad- 
vantage of the lish men. This is said to 
have worked well and to have given en- 
couragement fo the companies to pursue 
their organization. An arrangement lias 
already been effected between the Ameri- 
can and Canadian companies prohibiting 
underselling.

The Pope and Kipling; Now Con- 
sidered by the Doctors to Bfl 
Out of Danger. 



Pope Was Hims If Kespousible lor 
the Attack Which so Nearly 
Ended JIis Life. 



He Sp nt a Quiet, Night and the 
Conditions Last FjVeniny Were 
Most Favorable. 



London, March 4.— Popular interest 
here has been divided between KipUng'rs 
struggle With death and the "sick mum 
of the Vatican." The Kipling bulletin 
are followed witli intense interest and 
the news of his probable recovery is re- 
ceived witli profound relief, which is 
expressed throughout the press. The 
Times during the course of a long edn 
toriaJ says: "The deep sympathy mani- 
fested in America may be regarded as a 
Uttiug tribute to the writer who bus 
lately done more than diplomacy, treaties, 
arbitrations und speech-making to con- 
vince the two nations, sprung from tlif 
same stock, that they are still in many 
ways one." 

The unexpected illness of the Pope 
gave rise to speculation regarding hie 
successor and revived the stories of In- 
trigues at the Vatican. But, the latest 
favorable bulletins have dispelled the 
gloomy forebodings. It appears that, the 
Pope himself was responsible for the nt- 
tnck, as, after the audience on Mom- 
day, when very tired he insisted upon 
driving in the garden to Loos Tower l» 
spite of a biting north wind. He re- 
turned to his apartments shivering with 
cold and on feeling himself in pain, he 
lid he recalled the prophecy of Mire. 
Cloudon, whose spiritualistic prophesies 
were the talk of Paris some time uni 
who declared that the Archangel Gabriel 
had announced to her that the Pope 
would die immediately after President 
Fuure. "Perhaps," said the Pope, 
"God's will spoke through her mouth.'' 

Homo, March 4. — The Pope's condi- 
tion at 9 o'clock tliis evening was satis- 
factory. His Holiness to-day told Mgr. 
Angeli that be had read a collection of 
newspaper articles on his illness and 
was pleased to find that nil spoke respect- 
fully of him. He passed a tranquil night 
and felt well. There was nothing- fresh 
to report, regarding his wound. His tem- 
perature, pulse respiration and other 
functions were normal, and his appetite 
good. The Pope left his bed and sat iu 
an armchair from noon until 3 o'clock. 
He continues to improve and he ' has a 
good appetite ami all danger is regarded 
as past. 

New York, March 4. — Rudyard Kil- 
ling's coudition is slowly improving. It 
was announced to-day that Josephine 
Kipling, the 0-year-old daughter of the 
poet, was still seriously ill, but that she 
< doing well, considering the damp, 
rainy weather. Elsie, who is suffering 
from pneumonia at the Hotel Grenoble, 
was reported better to-day. Dr. Double- 
day, who has been at the Grenoble ever 
since the writer's illness, announced this 
irning that the distinguished author 
had passed a comfortable night. Mrs. 
Kipling is much wearied by her constant. 
! of her husband and children. Many 
;sages were received, expressing the 
pleasure of the sending at learning that 
Mr. Kipling was on the road to recovery. 

AN UNHABJIONIOUS ASSEMBLY. 

"ubiin Leaders Spend Their Time Abus- 
ing Gome/, and the Americans. 

Havana, March 4.— The Cuban assem- 
bly has requested the newspaper men of 
Havana "upon their honor as journalistH 
and good patriotic Cubans," not to pub- 
lish anything they may learn regarding 
the assembly's secret sessions, "think- 
ing that public knowledge of what is do- 
ing may be used against the assembly 
in its subsequent dealing with the United 
States." This, it is claimed, shows that 
no individual member of the assembly 
trusts another. Last night there was 
much mysterious cafe whispering. ^ It 
■avnis that a considerable portion of time 
luring the session of the assembly ifl 
ipent in insulting Americans and General 
Gomez and in personal collisions bo- 
on the members. They also, it is 
added, accuse each other of accepting 
bribes from the United States, which 
accusations were followed by threats of 
duels on the adjournment. In addition 
to this the Cuban assemblymen consider 
that the planting of General Fitsdiugh's 
flagstaff four meters deep In the ground 
a sure sign of the continuation of 
American occupation of the island. These 
reports arising from the prolonged and 
boisterous secret sessions has made the 
doing of the Cuban assembly the joke of 
Havana.

Givat Body of Shipping: Oro Lo- 
cated and Test Eagerly 
Looked For. 



ho Iloi Again Shipping and thu 
Weekly Oiitpii' Once Aloie 
on Up Grade. 



Rossland, March 4.— The most import- 
ant urent of the past week was the strike 
iu Sunset No. 2. The management has 
worked nearly three years on this pro- 
perty nud under circumstances which 
which would have discouraged men of 
less endurance. The development hats 
been carried on without a halt although 
there were a number of disappointments. 
The mistake that was common in this 
camp ia its early history was made and 
this was the endeavor to find ore bodies 
by means of tunnels. There was too 
much groping near the surface where 
the formation is often badly broken, and 
this condition prevailed in tins property 
and resulted in a disappointment in 
finding the ledge in place. Here and 
there small deposits were found but they 
were only of sufficient size to disappoint 
the management. Now a strike that 
promises to be important has been made 
on what is called the 110 foot level, al- 
though it is 400 feet beneath the surface. 
There is 122 inches of shipping ore in 
sight nnd the machine men who put in 
the holes yesterday afternoon declare the 
drills wore in ore for the entire length, 
and tiiis would indicate a body at least 
live feet wide and it may be much wider. 
These holes will be charged with powder 
Mid fired off to-morrow when more will 
be known as to the extent of the ore 
body. Assays made yesterday give a 
very gratifying return and reveal that 
the ore runs $30.80 to the ton. The 
management is greatly pleased with the 
find, which is by far the most important 
that has yet been made in the property 
or in that portion of the camp. 

Another event of importance was the 
resumption of ore shipments by the Lc 
Hoi. The shipments were resumed on 
Thursday morning and by last evening 
820 tons had been shipped. The mine is 
now in splendid shape and the expecta- 
tion is that 300 tons of ore a day will 
he the output for some time to come. A 
full force of men have been put to work 
and (here should be no hitches. The 
IjC Roi will from now on increase instead 
of diminish its working force. 

The work in tile other properties con- 
tinues with unabated vigor and the out- 
look is that there will be a shipper or two 
added to the list before long. 

The ore shipments for the week ending 
this evening have started on the upgrade 
once more, but (hey are still away below 
the average for reasons perfectly well 
understood in Rossland. The War Eagle 
has not sent out a single ton the past 
week and it will be at least a fortnight 
before the machinery of this mine will be 
iu shape lo start shipping again. The 
shipments are as follows: Le Roi to 
Norlhport 825; Iron Mask to Trail, .">f>; 
total, 861. 

Wm. A. Cnrlyle, general superintend- 
ent of the British American Corporation, 
who practurcd his knee cap on Wednes- 
day last, is still in a critical state, but 
his physicians hope for a speedy re- 
covery.

Brother of Mrs. Langtry, the Actress, 
Sues for Separation From 
His Wife. 

London, March 4. — Mr. P. M. Lebre- 
ton, brother of Mrs. Lilly Langtry, the 
actress, obtained a decree nisi in the 
divorce courts to-day owing to his wife's 
misconduct with Lord Grantley, who 
was mulcted in costs. They were married 
in 1S77. Lord Grantley's wife was Miss 
Kathenne McVicar, daughter of Win. 
EI. McVicar of New York. She died in 
1807. Lebretou and Lord Grantley were 
almost like brothers, visited each other 
and going about constantly together. Mr. 
Lebretou testified that he did not suspect 
anything until last autumn when he 
found that the couple had been at various 
London hotels as Mr. and Mrs. Gray. 
The suit was not defended. 

ITALY'S DEMANDS. 

What the Result Would Be if China 
Granted the Request. 

London, March 4.— The political event 
of the week undoubtedly was Italy's de- 
mand for a "door" in the celestial em- 
pire. The Saturday Review says: "It 
can hardly be doubted that this will 
prove the signal for a general and final 
rush. Japan will advance her long-

The club lawn and paddock 
were crowded and the scene was like 
the height of summer. Several people 
drove to Sandown park from London 
including the Marques of Londonderry, 
who rode in an open barouche with four 
horses and postillions. Lady Randolph 
Churchill and Mrs. Leslie were among 
the Americans present. The cup was 
won by Lambert, ridden by its owner. 
Capt. T. II. Keipland, of the Grenadier 
Guards.

LORD IIERSCIIELL'S REMAINS. 

They Are to Be Taken Home on the 
British Second-Class Cruiser. 
Talbot. 

Loudon March 4.— The British second- 
class cruiser Talbot bus been ordered 
from Bermuda to New York in order to 
convey the remains of Lord Herschell 
from there to Portsmouth. The officials 
of the British foreign office say Her 
Majesty's government is deeply sensible 
of the courtesy and consideration shown 
by the government of the United States 
in offering a warship for the conveyance 
of the remains of the late Lord Her- 
schell to England, but they add, the 
prior acceptance of a British warship 
for that purpose precluded the possi- 
bility of the family accepting the kind 
offer of th(! United States. 

Washington, March 4.— 'Hie secretary 
of thi' navy has been waiting to be ap- 
prised through the state department of 
the acceptance of the President's grace- 
ful proposal to send the remains of Lord 
Herschell to England on a warship. In 
anticipation of the acceptance of the offer 
Admiral Sampson at Havana had been 
communicated with and he had had the 
cruiser Brooklyn fired up and made ready 
to start at a moment's noti •< straight 
from Havana to Hampton Roads to re- 
ceive the remain.,. 

Washington, March 4.— Sir .Lilian 
Pauncefote. the British ambassador, 
culled on Secretary of the Navy Long 
to-day, and on behalf of bis government 
expressed thanks for the tender of the 
Brooklyn lo bear Lord I lerschi ll's re- 
mains buck to England, but explained 
Unit the British government had ordered 
a vessel, probably the cruiser Talbot, 
from its North Atlantic squadron at Ber- 
muda, for this mission. Final plans for 
Inking the remains homcwnrd will de- 
pend on a definite official notification to 
the embassy id the despatch of the 
cruiser. 

Washington. March -I.— Funeral ser- 
vices over the remains of the late Lord 
Ferrer Herschell were held in St. John's 
Episcopal church at 5:15 o'clock this 
afternoon. The services, which were 
conducted by Rev. Dr. Mnckuy-Smith, 
included the reading of the Episcopnl 
burial ritual, the singing of the hymns. 
"Days and Moments Quickly Flying" 
and '"Asleep in .lesus." by a double quar- 
tette, and the rendering of Chopin s 
funeral march upon the organ. The 
attendance at the service was one of the 
most notable that has ever gathered in 
Washington on such a sad occasion. At 
a little after "> o'clock President McKin- 
ley and members of the cabinet entered 
the church, the audience rising. They 
were shown to seals in the front of the 
church, next to the chancel rail. In 
their immediate rear were seated the 
members of the United States Supreme 
court and the members of the high joint 
commission, of which Lord Herschell 
was president. 

NEWSTEAD ABBEY'S CURSE. 

Superstition Conuects It With the Death 
of Owner's Son. 

London. March 4.— Another link in the 
chain of ill fortune which has followed 
the famous Newstend abbey was forged 
this week. It seems that a curse rests 
on the abbey and thai, the eldest has 
never succeeded to the estate. Byron 
sold it in 1808 to Coldmnn, who died 
childless. The trustees sold it to Webb, 
the famous sportsman, whose son died 
this week. Byron hud the skull which 
was reported to have belonged to the 
ghost who haunted the abbey and he used 
it as a punch bowl. Webb buried the 
skull, hoping to lay the ghost.

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QfUiiiiSN'S" TRIP TO FRANCE. 

Precautions Against Offence 'to fler 
Majesty iu View of Recent 
Inflammatory Articles. 

London, .March 4— The arrangements 
for Queen Victoria's departure for the 
Kiviera next Thursday have been comr 
pletcd. Her Majesty travels to the .south 
of France by way of Boulogne-sur-Mer, 
instead of via Cherbourg, being the first 
time alio have visited Boulogne-sur- 
Mer since the Crimean war. 

Some interest is taken in the fact that 
the Queen's yacht will be convoyed by 
eight of tin? fastest torpedo boat destroy- 
ers in the British navy, live of them 
being SO-knot boats. Cruisers have pre- 
viously been employed for this duty, and 
the use of destroyers, it is hinted, is in- 
tended to set off the French papers' utter- 
ances about submarine torpedo boats. 

There is much indignation in Britain at 
the scandalous and coarse attacks mode 
upon Queen Victoria by some newspapers 
in Puris this week. The Libre Parole, 
in an insulting article, says: "The Queen 
will be well advised if she does not come 
to France this spring. The constitu- 
tional fiction that it was Lord Salisbury 
and not the Queen who inflicted the out- 
rage of Fashoda and the humiliation of| 
Muscat on France will not sulUce. It is 
well known that the Queen lias directed 
Britain's policy throughout her long 
reign, and lias never missed an opportu- 
nity of displaying her antipathy for 
France. Under the circumstances, there- 
fore, her visit is an additional insult audi 
a defiance of public opinion. After this 
warning it will only be her own fault 
it' she meets with a hostile reception in 
France." 

M. Cassaignac's Autorite says: "The 
Queen becomes our guest at the moment 
when the British government lias made 
itself more than ever our enemy. Her 
journey will lie full of the same risk as 
the Maine incurred on entering Cuban 
waters, ami the French government is 
committing the same foolish act as isenor 
Sagasta, by not preventing France from 
being placed in such a position that the 
smallest accident might precipitate both 
powers into a terrible conflict." 

After such intimations as the foregoing 
it seems possible that the Queen's visit 
to France will not pass without some 
Chauvinist incident. 'Special police have 
left Paris to watch over Her Majesty at 
Cimiez, where her heavy baggage has 
already arrived. Queen Victoria pays 
$12,000 monthly for her own rooms, 
without counting the expenses of her 
suite, numbering lid persons. Altogether 
her little trip will cost about if-75,000. 
Her chaise, favorite white donkey and a 
number of pet dogs and birds have been 
sent ahead. 

Her Majesty lias also a curious whim 
about sleeping in her own bed, which is 
taken with her wherever she goes.

AN G E LES DISA PPOINTED. 

(iood Place for Tlnplatc Factory 
Pittsburg Man Decides Against 
tbe Venture. 

Seattle, March 4.— Statements to the 
effect that Pittsburg capitalists were 
about to erect a tinplate factory at Port 
Angeles are said now to have been in- 
correct. W. C. Cronemeyer, the tinplate 
manufacturer who was formerly operat- 
ing at Pittsburg, has been looking over 
the field, but did not decide to do any* 
thing. ' 

•' I merely came out here to look over 
the country, with possibly a view to in- 
vestment," said he at the Hotel Butler 
yesterday afternoon, just before leaving 
for his home. " No one bad a right to 
say that I intended to build a factory. 
True, we did look into the proposition 
and thought that such a factory at Port 
Angclea would be a paying institution, 
but we are not going to build one. It 
would cost an immense amount of money, 
for we should have to commence at the 
foundation and build blast furnaces for 
our iron ores. There are up on Vancou- 
ver Island good deposits of ore sufficient 
iu quantity probably to supply a tinplate 
factory. We made a cursory examina- 
tion of two deposits, and they seemed to 
contain sufficient iron, but tins cannot 
be learned positively until a much closer 
investigation than we gave it should be 
made. 

"Tin for a factory is the least import- 
ant requisite. Not more than 2^. per 
cent, of tinplate is composed of tin. The 
iron sheets are merely dipped to keep 
them from oxidation. The tin would 
come from Australia in sailing vessels. 

"Now there is no doubt that this would 
be a first-class place for a factory, be- 
cause of the big demand for tinplate on 
this Coast. Immense quantities of tin 
are used in salmon and fruit canning.

LAWS FOR ALASKA. 

tirade Liquor Licenses Provided for in 
the Most Important Amendment 

"Washington, March 4. — The house has 
agreed to the reports of the conferees on 
the bill providing u criminal code for the 
district of Alaska, aud the bill as amend- 
ed, containing nearly 40U pages, h:. i been 
delivered to the enrolling clerks. 

Of the amendments made in the : ill the 
most important is the graded liquor 
license, which is estimated by ; imator 
Shoup, whose committee prepare I the 
amendments, will yield an annual rev- 
enue of $350,000, all of which is to be 
converted into the United States treas- 
ury. A system of taxation as equitable 
and just as could be provided in the short 
time is also provided for. 

Governor Ready of Alaska, who has 
been constant in his attendance upon the 
committee, and had done everything in 
his power for the best interests of 
Alaska, said to-night: "The must im- 
portant thing in the criminal code fur 
Alaska passed by congress to-night is the 
liquor license and other licenses designed 
for raising revenue. Roughly, I estimate 
that these licenses will raise $500,1 )IM I 
revenue, of this sum probably $350,0011 
coining from the liquor licenses. Ry the 
report of the commissioners of internal 
tv\ euue, there are -10.") places where 
special taxes are now paid. The num- 
ber of places which will pay special 
license will be larger than expected, for 
most of the places now dealing in smug- 
gled liquor will find it cheaper to pay 
license and get good saloon liquor than 
to deal with smugglers. 

" The criminal code has been gone 
over very carefully. We can now have 
a legal jury. The right of appeal has 
been carefully guarded. As now ar- 
ranged, the code will be a very greaj 
blessing, and the mode of procedure 
highly praised by lawyers here. 

•• There are four classes of liquor 
licenses; one for wholesalers of $1!,0UI) 
per annum, and three fur retailers. In 
places of 1,500 inhabitants and over, the 
retail license fur a liquor dealer is $1,500; 
in places of 1,000 or over. $1,000; under 
1,000 inhabitants, $500. 1 'nig stores 
cannot sell liquor without a physicians 
prescription, and must keep a record ol 
;-ncll customer in a book,"

SKIRMISHING AT MANILA. 

Rebels Show Themselves and Are Scat- 
tered by Shell— Dewey's 
Admiral's Flag. 

Manila, March L— At daylight General 
Wheaton's outposts discovered a large 
body of rebels attempting to cross the 
river fur the purpose of reinforcing the 
enemy at Guadeloupe, and a gunboat 
advanced under heavy lire and poured 
shot into the jungle on both sides of the 
river. She also shelled the enemy's posi- 
tion at Guadeloupe, effectually scatter- 
ing the rebels. The enemy's loss was 
heavy. 

Private John T. Oiz, Third artillery, 
was killed on board the gunboat. Pri- 
vates William Wheeler ami Louis Barrie, 
California regiment, were wounded. 

The rebels in the village of San Jose 
tiled on tin' United States gunboat Ben- 
nington to-day, and the warship shelled 
that place and other suburbs of Mala- 
bon this afternoon. 

The United States transports Senator 
and Ohio have arrived here with rein- 
forcements of troops. 

The United States cruiser Baltimore 
arrived here at 4 p. m. to-day from Hong- 
kong, having on board .the civil members 
of the- United States Philippine commis- 
sion. 

Admiral George Dewey raised his flag 
as an admiral on board tin' Olympia this 
morning, and was saluted by the guns 
of the forts and of the British cruiser 
Narcissus and the German cruiser Kai- 
serin Augusta, and by the American 
ships in port.

All of these were private 
bills and some or them were pension 
bills, granting pensions lo persons -who 
had died since the bills were introduced.

Owing to the effect of the new 
Placer Mining act. the magnitude of tin 
rush this year will he somewhat dimin 
islied, hut there is no manner of doubt 
dial, the next few years will witness the 
entry into that part >f the province and 
the neighboring portion of the North- 
west Territory of a large number of 
people. Placer mining, quartz mining, 
farming and stock-raising will occupy 
the attention of the people, The experi- 
ence of the past year has shown that the 
district is well suited to bo the home of 
a, resident, population. Summer is every 
tiling that can be desired, and the win 
tens arc not severe. There is good 
ground for believing that the wonderful 
record of Kootenay will be equalled in 
(lie extreme northwest of the province 

The effect, of this will be varied and 
far-reaching. Business will he devel- 
oped on an enormous scale, to the very 
gre.it advantage of Victoria and Van- 
couver, which will not be handicapped 
l»y K astern competition to the same ex 
tent ns they are in Kootenay. It is to 
tkc interest of these cities to do every- 
thing in their power to promote the 
•pening up of this district. We suggest 
that, nn effort should be made to induce 
the O. I'- N. Company or some other 
Canadian concern to put on a fast 
.steamer between Victoria and Vancouver 
nnd SUagwny, to run in connection with 
the railway over the White Pass. A 
steamer that will make the trip in sixty 
hours or leas— that is, that, could make 
I In round trip in a. week—would In- tin 
He.-., possible means of attracting travel 
ami business to these cities. The Cana- 
dian boats now running to the North an 
safe and comfortable, but they are not 
as fast as Ihey ought to be, in view of 
the competition thai will surely lie d 
velopcd. 

Another effect of the development of 
tire northwest of the province will be 
political. Before the next election comes 
on, that is if the present, house lives 
the regular term, at least one new el 
tora.1 district will have to he erected in 
that, part of the province. Victoria and 
Vancouver cannot reasonably expect t 
dominate the polities of the British Ci 
iumbin in the future. They will lie 
♦vei'shadowed by the outlying section! 
The man. who frets himself over possibl 
jealousies and rivalries for political 
.supremacy between these two cities 
ought to sit down with a map of the prov 
nice ia front of him and compare tin 
little corner occupied by Victoria nnd 
Vancouver with the vast and rich coun- 
try remaining t<i be developed. I f hi 
will do this, be will learn that so far as 
there being any ground for hostility be- 
tween UlCHO cities, they ought t<> make 
common cause in the opening of the 
province, and that so far as political in 
Hnen<* is concerned, they both will 
shortly be in the very small minority, if 
the people of the remainder of the prov- 
ince choose to assert themselves. 

(JOIN v. CREDIT MONEY. 

lilt! New York Sun doubts if credit 
money is as good as coin. By credit 
money bank notes, government notes, 
checks, drafts and the like are meant. 
Credit money is much the best. Coin 
hiis a purely fict itious value. An ounce 
of gold is worth a certain sum because 
the British parliament has so declared, 
and it suits tin? convenience of the world 
Ul accept this value. Credit money, 
which represents the transactions of 
commercial communities, will never de- 
preciate as long as our civilization en- 
dures. Commerce is iu no wise different 
now in principle from what it was in 
(lie dayH when everything was done by 
barter, The wheat and cotton of America 
• an; exchanged for the teas, spices and 
other products of the Orient. The manu- 
factures of (Lent Britain are exchanged 
for the cattle of Argentine. Without this 
intercbungc of commodities there would 
be no commerce. The only difference 
bubveen the modern system nnd that of 
olden times is that the exchange is made 
through the medium of banks or other 
financial institutions, credit taking the 



place of the actual delivery of the ex- 
changed commodities and dispensing with 
coin, except Tor minor transactions. If 
the amount of gold in a sovereign were 
cut in half, the value of wheat in terms 
of tea would not bo affected, except tem- 
porarily while balances were being ad- 
justed. Legislation may declare that a 
dollar shall consist of such an amount of 
metal that a man will ask four times as 
many of thera for a day's work as he is 
satisfied to take now, but it would take 
just as many hales of cotton then as now 
to clothe the people of Great Britain and 
there would he just as many tons of coal 
used in the manufactures of the world 
as ever. Coin is a standard of value for 
the purpose of adjusting balances, and a 
convenient means of dealing with minor 
transactions. 'Hie business of the world 
is dene on what the Sun calls "credit 
money." nnd if it bad to be done with 
coin il could not be done at all. 



THE .MOW CATECHISM. 

We print the new catechism recom- 
mended by a committee of the evange i- 
cal churches. It is creating interest 
everywhere, and will he read attentively 
by all persons who keep track of the re- 
ligious movements of the day. It is open 
to the criticism that its phraseology is not 
us simple as is desirable in something 
intended for popular instruction. The 
promulgation of this catechism will prob- 
ably mark a religious epoch. 

For a considerable time there has been 
a rapprochement between the evangelical 
churches, as they an- called— a son of 
consensus of opinion that lack of liar 
mony on minor points is inevitable, ami 
that as long as men are constituted as 
they are, they must agree to disagree 
This movement lias found expression in 
many ways, but in nothing of so pro- 
nounced a nature as the adoption of 
what is meant to be a universal cate- 
chism. That it will not be accepted in 
its entirety by the majority of Christen, 
doni, that a very large proportion of the 
Christian world will not be disposed to 
give il serious consideration must be con- 
ceded; but this does not detract, from 
the importance of the work. It will 
not remove any of the exist iug distinc- 
tions between the several branches of tin 
church, which have been instrumental in 
its promulgation, but it will minimize the 
influence of those distinctions. 

Il is by no means certain that the 
cause of Christianity would gain by the 
abolition of the distinctions between the 
churches. At the very best the truths 
of religion are mysterious. We can see 
and understand sutlicieut of them to 
serve all practical purposes .if life, but 
we cannot hope to penetrate their inner- 
most secrets, for these relate to what, is 
incomprehensible to human intellect. 
Upon a few salient points there is abso- 
lute agreement. These are those which 
actually touch everyday life and the 
welfare of mankind. But outside of 
these there lies a domain of which we 
can hope to get only partial glimpses. 
Paul expressed the hope when he said 
that, we "see through a glass darkly." 
Shakespeare in those majestic lines in 
which he speaks of the music of the 
spheres, conveys the same idea: 
See how the lloor of heaven is thick 
inlaid with platines of bright

We must be content with glimpses of

So 
it is with matters of religion. Men can- 
not see them all alike. All the members 
of a denomination do not see eye to eye 
on all questions. Even those who think 
they are in harmony frequently place a 
different meaning upon the formulae of 
words whereby they express their creeds. 
Hence it is more correct as a rule to say 
that articles of faith are accepted rather 
than that Ihey are believe. 1. A man may 
not be quite sal islied that the tenets of 
any one of the several churches quite 
meet his ideas, but as one >.f them comes 
nearer to thetil than any other, he accepts 
that particular church's doctrines and 

unites with il in I miiinion. There 

i< probably not a branch of the Christian 
church M which this observation does not 
apply to it greater or loss extent. If the 
absolute literal belief of every article of 
creed were insisted upon, there would be 
an exodus from the churches that would 
be amazing. There are some things that 
may be called God-made in religion, such 
us the fatherhood of the Deity, the 
Brotherhood of Christ, the law of love, 
the forgiveness of sins, and life everlast- 
ing. Upon these much that is man-made 
has been super-imposed and this is chiefly 
in the nature of attempts to explain the 
subtle mystery of the whole matter, 
which, as has been said above, is wholly 
beyond our comprehension. 

The New Catechism is an attempt to 
crystallize into concrete form those things 
upon which there is likely to be univer- 
sal agreement. How great a degree of 
success has attended the effort we leave 
each reader to decide. Some may find 
something lacking, but nil ought to re- 
member that the object of the compilers 
has been to produce a statement of re- 
ligious truth concerning which there 
would he no difference of view. No pre- 
tence is made that all the truth is con- 
tained in the answers. All that is hoped 
i< that every one can see his way clear 
to assent, to what is therein stated.

We also see In the adjournment n mani- 
fest desire. on the part of the representa- 
tives of the two countries to come to n 
undersf a titling, for if it were otherwise 
it. would be a comedy unworthy of such 
distinguished statesmen.

Hie devoted member for Quebec Fast. 
He never forgets his own, even when 
abroad.

Certain remarks made by Sit- Charles 
Topper in a speech delivered in Tor- 
onto last evening lias been interpreted 
to menu that Sir Charles is in favor 
of going in for "retaliation" against the 
United States. We do not think Sir 
Charles mennt nnything of the sort: w 
think he simply meant that the businof 
of Canada should he conducted on bus- 
iness principles. 

Why should there be any retaliation? 
Canada lias no grievance against the 
United States— nothing to retaliate for. 
If Undo Sam covets our fish, our gold, 
our seals, his eovetousness doesn't hurt 
us. If he desires to manage our rail- 
ways nnd dictate our mining regulations, 
we can nfford to laugh at him. If he 
wants to use Canadian canals for his 
men-of-war, lot him continue to want. 
If he wants our pine logs, nickel matte 
and pulp-wood let him fake it. out in want- 
ing. What he wants need not concern 
US in the least, degree. If he puts a duty 
on Canadian lumber and manufactures 
of Canadian pulpwood and nickel, be is 
only doing what he has a perfect right 
to do; ho is simply shaping his tariff to 
suit his own people. We ought to do the 
same, and we have not the slightest right 
to retaliate. 

What. Canada wants just, now is that 
Hie government shall fake up the busi- 
ness of Canada and transact if. precisely 
as if the United States didn't: exist. 
Fxerytbii.g should he done in the interest 
of this country without anv reference 
whatever to our neighbor. Our govorn-J 
mcnt will find (hat making laws for one 
country at n time is very good business. 
—Hamilton Spectator.

MARTINISM REVIEWED. 

A Blot on the Legislative History" of 
British Columbia. 

From the Vernon News. 

The session of the provincial parliament 
which for many reasons has been unique 
in its character, was terminated on Sat- 
urday '.glit Is record, though brief, 
will not soon be forgotten. For the first 
time in the history of the province the 
dominating influence of a single individ- 
ual has been allowed to sway and direct 
the entire course of legislation. Need- 
less to name that autocratic driver of a 
subservient following. The name o£ 
Joseph Martin suggests itself at once 
when reference is made to the party at 
present in power. Premier Semlin sinks 
into the background with a murmur. The 
Finance Minister swallows without pro- 
test the insulting invective hurled by 
the guiding spirit of the administration, 
against the great Dominion party, with 
wliU-h Mr. Cotton has so long been iden- 
tified. The whip curls around the shoul- 
ders of the rank and file, and meekly as 
sheep following a bell-weather the mem- 
bers on the Government side rush after 
their leader through all the tortuous by-- 
paths of tricky legislation by which he 
has been enabled to maintain his grip 
upon the reins of power. 

Such is the picture which occurs to 
one's mind when a retrospect is taken 
of the extraordinary session just dosed. 
No one but Martin would have dared to 
commence the work of the House by the 
introduction of such an infamous meas- 
ure as that which removed the Prentice 
and Den no protest trials from the sphere 
of the conns, and manufactured for the 
government two hard and fast support- 
ers. None but he would have been so 
lost to a common sense of decency, us to 
insult, the dignity of the crown by re- 
fusing to consider the speech from the 
throne until his preposterous white- 
washing bill was given the assent of the 
Lieut-Governor. Who else would have 
been guilty of such filthy Billingsgate 
as that employed hy the Czar of the 
West, In venting his spite Upon the mem- 
ber for this district? Who but he would 
have bad the hardihood to disfranchise 
hundreds of the most intelligent and re- 
spectable electors of the province? And 
from what other source could such a 
measure have emanated as that repudiat- 
ing the solemn contracts entered upon 
by the preceding government for rail- 
way construction in different sections 
of British Columbia? 

Under his guidance a partizan speaker 
has on more than one occasion shut off 
dobnte and permitted hills of the most 
important nature— notably that govern- 
ing the appropriations for the year — to 
be hurried through before an intelligent 
discussion upon them could he heard. In 
fact from first to last the legislation 
of the session is branded with the sign- 
manunl of Joseph Martin, and for all 
intents and purposes the other members 
of the government might as well have 
remained at home, ami allowed the At- 
torney-General to move, second and car- 
ry every measure from his own seat, 
which should be surmounted hy a crown 
and an executioner's nxe — fitting sym- 
bols of our new ruler from Manitoba. 

It would be unfair to claim that none 
of the bills introduced by the Attorney- 
General have b.-en good in intent, and 
of a nature which will prove advantage- 
ous to the public. Out of a mass of 
some hundred now acts, it would be 
strange indeed if some could not bo found 
worthy of commendation. No doubt Mr. 
Martin is an energetic worker, and many 
of his amendments to existing acts have 
been in the right direction. He has, in 
more than one instance, introduced am- 
endments which should have long ago 
been in force, and wo have no desire 
to withhold from him any praise which is 
justly his due. But the good lie has 
accomplished has been so eclipsed by 
his unscrupulous trickery and arbitrary 
methods that it falls far short indeed of 
ranking the balance oven, and it is only 
the evil thai stands out so prominently 
as to at: once catch the public eye 

The fact that "Martinistn" is a word 
which during the past two months has 
passed into our language, and like "boy- 
cott" will Boon be spelled witli a small 
initial letter, is of itself sufficient t.i in- 
dicate thai the pifbiic thoroughly apprec- 
iate tin- influence exerted by the At- 
torney general in the affairs of the coun- 
try; and as it goes without saying that 
tin- new term is eve- and always em- 
ployed to convey a sinister moaning, it 
is safe to state that the obnoxious prac- 
tices hy which Mr. Martin has shot into 
fame, have been well weighed and dis- 
tinctly understood by a public already 
incensed almost to desperation by the 
one-man government of British Colum- 
bia.

The Fontenoy Mining and Milling Co., 
Ltd., whose head ofiice is Victoria and 
the stock of which is largely held by 
Victorians, hus been very successful iu 
its tlotation. Two weeks ago yesterday 
50,0(11) shares were placed on the market 
at fifteen cents. This number was sold 
in two hours, and application made 
altogether for 100,000 share". The stock 
is now quoted at twenty cents, with no 
sellers. The company property is situ- 
ated nt Camp McKinney, aud consists of 
one mineral claim 1,500 feet Bquore. It 
is about 1,51)0 feet distant from the 
famous Cariboo Camp McKinney Com- 
pany's property, and the ledge which has 
made this mine one of the best dividend 
payers in British Columbia has been 
traced through the full length of the 
Fontenoy. On this claim are two ledges, 
one carrying base and the other free mill- 
ing ore. The former is from S to 10 
feet in width and the latter averages over 
six feet. The base ledge gives assay 
value from $8 to $101) per ton, while the 
free milling ore iu the shaft already 
sunk averages $2, r ) per ton. The mine 
has been opened up by three shafts of 
85, .'!() ami 20 feet depth, with several 
cross and open cuts, amply proving the 
continuity of the ledges. For the pur- 
pose of hastening development, a steam 
hoisting plant will at. once be placed in 
position, and it is expected that in three 
months' time a stamp mill and concen- 
trating plant will lie erected for the pur- 
pose of treating the free milling ore. 
Until the railway is completed to Camp 
McKinney, however, shipments from the 
base ledge will not be made. Without 
being optimistic the principal owners are 
satisfied that the present year will see 
the mine on a dividend paying basis. 
Adjoining the Fontenoy is the Water- 
loo fraction, where a shaft has been 
sunk one hundred feet away from the 
Fontenoy line, and on the Cariboo ledge. 
The owners of this property are also 
about to erect u steam hoisting plant. 

The practical management of the Fon- 
tenoy is in the hands of Phil .1. Hickey, 
who has had an experience of twenty- 
flVi) years in the mines of Montana, 
Idaho, Utah, Colorado, and for the past 
live years in British Columbia. He is nt 
present the manager of the Minnesota 
and Sunshine mining companies near 
Sandon, and is largely interested in 
mines in West Kootenay aud Yale, be- 
sides being the practical adviser of a 
number of Eastern American capitalists. 
Mr. Hickey has a high reputation as a 
successful mining man and those inter- 
ested in tile Fontenoy are to be con- 
gratulated in having the direction of its 
affairs in such capable hands, It too 
often happens that a good mine is ren- 
dered non-productive by the incapacity of 
its management, where under different 
treatment it could be made a profit earn- 
ing property. The Fontenoy commences 
its career under auspicious conditions.

She 
was just 14 days on the voyage and the 
trip is the more astonishing as it was 
made by n vessel that was here con- 
demned and sold some three or four 
years ago. On that occasion she had 
just put hack from sea in u waler-Jogged 
condition. Capt. T. P. EL WhitclaW, 
who was iu Victoria at the time, specu- 
lated on her and fitted her for sea again, 
completing the repairs al Departure Bay. 
Here she was loaded with coal and be- 
ing placed under the Nicaragua!! Hag was 
given despatch for San Francisco under 
the command of ('apt. Greenleigli, who 
is nt present teaching a school of navi- 
gation in Scuttle. Once more, however, 
the vessel refused to face the ocean and 
returned to Port Angeles in distress.

PATRONS OF THE THEATRE. 

If Hebrews Were to Withdraw Their 
Interest Many Houses Would Close. 

It is conceded that if the Hebrew race 
wen." to withdraw their patronage from 
the stage, over half the theatres in the 
United States would close, and nearly all 
the first-class attractions would be with- 
uot managers. One manager of Hebrew 
persuasion alone produces 50 per cent, 
of all the good attractions presented upon 
the American stage, while it is claimed 
over MO per cent, of all the reputable 
theatrical companies travelling this con- 
tinent, and (17 of the most prominent 
theatres, besides innumerable lesser ones, 
nro either owned or controlled by de- 
scendants of Judnh. A prominent man- 
ager recently made the conservative esti- 
mnte that from his closest observation, 
nearly 00 per cent, of the regular theatre- 
goers of Chicago were Hebrews, while 
New York claims even a larger percent- 
age; and yet, strange to say, the num- 
ber of Hebrew actors in legitimate drama 
are very few.

tion with the Spirit of Christ. 

38. Q.— What Is the duty of the state to 
the Church? 

A.— To protect all brunches of the church 
and their individual members in the enjoy- 
ment of liberty to worship God, and in "f- 
fortB to promote the religion of Christ, 
which do not Interfere with the civil rights 
of others. 

30. Q.— What Is a Christian minister? 

A.— A Christian minister Is one who is 
called of God and the church to be u teach- 
er of the Word and a pastor of the Hock of 
Christ. 

40. Q.— How may the validity of such 
n ministry be proved? 

A.— The decisive proof of a valid ministry 
Is the sanction of the Divine Head of the 
Church, manifested in the conversion of 
sinners nnd the edification of the body of 
Christ. 

41. Q.— What are the Sacraments of the 
Church ? 

A. — Sacred rites Instituted by our Lord 
Jesus to make more plain by visible signs 
the Inward benefits of the Gospel, to as- 
sure us of his promised grace, aud, when 
rightly used, tr> become a means to convey 
it to our hearts. 

42. Q.— How ninny Sacraments are there? 
A. — Two only; Baptism and the Lord's 

Supper. 

43. Q.— What is the visible sign in the 
sacrament of baptism? 

A.— Water; wherein the person Is bap- 
tized into the name of the Father and of 
the Son and of the Holy Spirit. 

44. Q— What inward benefits does this sig- 
nify? 

A.— The washing awny of sin and the new

From the Westminster. 

Congregational Btock-takiug } a over, 
aud a brief summary of w hat that pro- 
cess indicates as to tii e condition of the 
self-sustaining congregations on the Pa- 
cific Coast may perhaps be of some slight 
interest to your readers in the Wast. 

The baptism ot tire With winch New 
Westminster v»:ts visited in the month of 
September was not fierce enough to eon- mi 
sume the energy and hopefulness of the 
people of Si. Andrew's church, for in 
their annual report the board of man- 
agers declared the finances of the church 
to be "on a sound and satisfactory basis" 
UUd congratulated the congregation on 
the very cneoiiiaging (act thut in spile 
of the calumny thai bud overtaken the 
city ilie contributions for strictly con- 
gregational purposes exceeded the contr: 
buttons of the previous year. 

The people of the Uichuioud charge 1 
occupy tlx> rich alluvial land on Sea nnd 
Lulu islands near the mouth of the Km 
ser river. This congregation, althougl 
one of the smallest uf the self-support- 
ing charges on the Coast, has always 
been one of the most prosperous. Tin 
ordinary revenue for the past year was 
$1,240; while the contributions toward 
the church schemes amounted to $215— 
more tliiiu double the sum that the pr-'s- 
bytoty asked the congregation to uiuJ at 
raising. Well done, Uichuioud! The 
average contribution per family was 
$36.25! During the year an anxi'iary 
of the W.F..M.K. was formed in this con- 
gregation. 

Mount rieasiuit labored under thr; very 
serious disadvantage of being without a 
minister during the whole of tb_> past 
year; and yet the note of cheerfulness 
and hope prevailed in all the reports pre- 
sented n' tlie annual mooting. The man- 
agers reporto*! that "after all ordinary 
demands were satisfied" they hud been 
able to reduce the outstanding liabilities 
of the eougi «gation by about SjWiOO. Spec- 
ial mention was .made of the energetic 
efforts of the Ladies' Aid, which had not 
only provi ded for the annual payment 
of i?2(l0 on the church debt, but had also 
rendered \ralnable assistance to the man- 
agers in i ithor ways. 

First el lurch, Vancouver, reports an in- 
come of $3,740, being an- Increase over 
that of t he previous year of £247. The 
revenue of the sunday school was $293, 
of tlie I. cdies' Aid $381, and of the aux- 
iliary of the W.PM-S. $S!1. The union 
with Zio .a, church Unfile month of Novem- 
ber nat urally led to some confusion in 
the cor ijtiling of the reports for the an- 
imal in ecting: i>ut Under the new order of 
things ihe people of this pioneer congre- 
gation in the Terminal City expect the 
prcseri .t year to be marfted by £ lurpr 
mensi rre~of progress in all department 
of wi irk. 

For St. Andrew's chareh, Vancouver, 
1S98 was one of tb eraost prosperous ami 
sueci ssful years in its : i.istory. The 
titioi is to Ihe communion roll wore 
snd th* membership is cow 574. Ihe 
rolie d artendanee of sfeiolurs in the Snn- 
dny school was reported to he 450, and 
of <; .Ulcers and teachers 50. The receipts 
for (Tipsregf-tiontil purposes were $7,124 
and about $1,200 more were contributed 
for the schemes of the church and other 
obj eels.

Church- 
building, religious maintenance, educa- 
tion, art, . charity— the burden of all such 
things as .these falls mainly on the same 
shoulders. And when the people that 
are confronted witli so many obligations 
are — as they are very likely to lie in every 
now locality— comparatively poor people 
— because it is only persons seeking to 
hotter their fortunes that, usually brave 
the discomforts and disadvantages of pio- 
neer life— it should hardly be /nutter for 
surprise that in some departments of 
church work- they fall short of (lie stan- 
dard of excellence attained by those who 
tire more favorably circumstanced. 

But if the church in the East will only 
have patience nnd continue the generous 
treatment hitherto accorded in the Far 
West/ the reaping day will surely come.

ready having any permanent sidewalk, and 
may specify wlint sidewalks it Is desirable 
to have so constructed, and whether such 
work or any portion of It shall he done 
by day labor or by contract, and if there 
shall bo a concrete curb In front of tin 
street or portion of a street where such 
sidewalk is intended to be constructed, the 
Council may direct that saeii curb may 
form part of such sidewalk In place of a 
granite curb. 

2. Ou tho passage of every such resolu- 
tion, and after It shall have boon entered 
in tho minutes of the Council, a copy there- 
of shall be transmitted by the Clerk to 
the City Engineer. 

::. On the receipt by the City Engineer 
of ii copy of such resolution, it shall bo 
his duty to proceed at once to make an 
estimate of the expense or cost of such 
sidewalk, and to ascertain and determine 
what real property abuts upon the street 
or portion of a street where sucli shle- 
u-alk is to lie constructed, and will front 
on such Intended sidewalk and he immedi- 
ately benefited by the proposed Improve- 
ment, and tlie City Engineer shall ascertain

In Anticipation of the Receipt of Its 
Revenue for the year 1899. 
WHEREAS by virtue of the '•.Municipal 
Cluuses Act," every Municipality may, 
under the conditions contained therein, bor- 
row from any person such sum of money, 
not exceeding an amount cqunl to the 
total amount of taxes upon laud or real 
property, as shown by the Revised Assess- 
ment Roll of tho Municipality for tlie year 
1S0S, and bearing such rate of interest 
as may be requisite to meet the current 
legal expenditure of the Corporation which 
becomes payable out of the annual revenue 
before the revenue for .the year becomes 
payable by the taxpayers: 

And whereas the total amount of tuxes 
upon land and Improvements or real prop- 
erty, as shown by the Revised Assess- 
ment Roll of the Municipality of the City 
of Victoria for the year 1898, was $248,- 
704.50: 

And whereas to moot the current legal 
expenditure of the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria for the year 1S00, payable 
out of the annunl revenue, before such 
annual revenue for such yenr becomes pay- 
able by tho taxpayers. It Is requisite lor 
the said Corporation to borrow a sum of 
money not exceeding $150,000: 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria enacts 
as follows: 

Sec. 1.— It shall be lawful for tho Cor- 
poration of the City of Victoria, by tho 
Mayor and Finance Committee thereof, to

WOMEN IN SHACKLES. 

Sir: Your correspondent "British Colum- 
bian" Is neither frank nor fair la her or his 
deductions from my letter. I dot propose 
to deny to women the right of suffrage, 
although I believe that to grant It would 
be a most unwise and revolutionary act, 
provided the consent of the electors who 
sent the members to the legislature wns 
flint obtained. 1 did hint in a somewhat 
obscure way at a plebiscite; but I did not 
(neither did you) propose that women 
should vote "aye" or nay" on the question. 
"British Columbian" affects to think that 
the object of a plebiscite would he to allow 
women to say whether or not they want the 
franchise— a most absurd deduction. The 
object of a plebiscite would be to ascertain 
the views of the present (doctors or. the 
subject. As the present electorate Is com- 
posed of males, women would have no voice 
in the plebiscite. They might bring all the 
seductive arguments at their command to 
bear to Influence the result; hut, like 
Paddy's stem engine, while they might 
make a noise, they could no vote. At the 
recent general election the matter of wo- 
men's suffrage was not mooted. I attended 
a dozen meetings In the city last summer 
and never heard the suggestion raised. 
At the recent bye-election a grand opportu- 
nity was afforded the advocates of the 
"fad" to make themselves heard, but they 
remained as dumb as oysters. They did 
not put In an appearance, and no candidate 
on either side advocated the Innovation. 
Why? Will "British Columbian" fur- 
nish the answer'.' If to enloy the 
right of scU'ruge Is so good ami 
desirable a thing, why <v,v, the prin- 
ciple not threshed out on the platform by 
tho faddists or their friends? I regard 
the attempt to carry the measure through 
un attenuated house when four opponents 
were absent as an Instance of political 
sneak-thleving, disgraceful In Its Inception 
and attempted execution. I contend that 
no member of the house had a right to 
support a measure that would practically 
Stifle his constituents' vote without having 
first received Instructions from his con- 
stituents. A member Is practically a trus- 
tee; he has in his keeping the honor, the 
Interests and the political conscience of 
those he represents, and If he should so far 
forget himself as to assist In robbing them 
of their chief prerogative, he would he 
guilty of a breach of trust, and should be 
removed. Mr. Helmcken, rising to support 
the hill, saw the ludicrous side of It only 
nnd poked fun at It all through his remarks. 
He kept the house laughing, and did a great 
deal towards defeating the measure; but 
there was a serious side which did not np- 
pear to present Itself to his mind, for I can 
assure the honorable gentleman that a 
proposition which has for Its aim the tak- 
ing of political power from the hands of 
men and placing It In the hands of n new, 
Irresponsible, emotional and erratic element 
Is no laughing matter, The male electors 
will be to bluma I? by their supleness, their 
indifference, their carelessness, they fnll to 
guard well their fences to prevent the" In- 
jection into the body politic of women as a 
voting power. "British Columbian" may 
Bneer nt the characters of some of the pre- 
sent electors; hut are all the persons of the 
other sex who are clamoring and button- 
holelng and lobbying ut the legislature 
above reproach? Were women admitted to 
the franchise, who would cast the first 
slur nt the frail sisterhood and deny them 
the right to vote because they were suffer- 
ed to live in sin? How could their wicked- 
ness be proven? And If It were. In the 
absence of legislative enactment, they 
could not be debarred. 

But, sir, to return to the plebiscite, your 
correspondent may dismiss from his or her 
mind the idea that the male electors will 
be caught In the trap which It Is proposed 
to set for them. The plebiscite. If sub- 
mitted, will he exercized by the present 
body of electors who will alone have the 
rl^-ht to say whether or not the voting pow- 
er shull ho extended to females. Should 
the answer be In the affirmative, -here will 
he no occasion for further discussion. If 
In the negative, I suppose the legislation 
wdll continue until the deluded advocates 
of a principle that if adopted will have the 

Inevitable result of unsexing women and 
the destruction or all that we hold dear 
In their nature, shall awaken to a realizing 
sense of tin.' dangerous position In which 
they stand and retrace their steps.

A most interesting letter, particularly 
(o Victorians, as it speaks of so many 
residents of this city • now in Dawson, 
was received on Thursday by Mr. E. 
Oarne, jr., from his brother-in-law, Gus 
Goweu, who went to Dawson last full 
with his brother Napier and Alf Hood. 
The letter was brought out by Mr. Wil- 
liam Parry of this city, who made the 
trip over the ice. Business is very dull 
in the Klondike metropolis at present, 
Mr. Gowen writes, the (own being over- 
stocked with everything, with the excep- 
tion of fancy groceries. Prices in all 
oilier lines have dropped wonderfully dur- 
ing the lust few weeks, the butchers be- 
ing the heaviest sufferers, beef by the 
quarter being sold at 40 cents a pound. 
Eur robes are also cheap now, and in 
fact a man can live in Dawson pretty 
comfortably without paying u fortune 
for each meal. On Christmas Day, how- 
ever, the Uowen party went in for some 
delicacies and here are some of the prices 
they were called mi to pay: Salmon, $1 
a tin; oysters, $0; marmalade, seven- 
pound tin .$7. r>U, and plum pudding 
There being no turkey to be had they 
satislicd themselves with roast moose. 
However, despite the dull times the 
Goweu brothers expect lo dispose of the 
stock of goods they tool: in before the 
end of June at fair prices. 

The district around Dawson, the writer 
says, is the most desolate in the world. 
He, Alf Hood and George Askew went 
up to Queen's Gulch, a pup of the Bo- 
nanza, to build a cabin on a claim that 
he had secured, but which turned out a 
blank. It was 55 below zero, but what 
Mr Goweu noticed most was the still- 
ness that prevails, not even the sound of 
a bird or animal being heard. 

The letter was written on January l> 
and for ten days previous to that the 
thermometer had ranged between -10 and 
50 below, hut I he weather was moderat- 
ing on the 0th. During December the 
weather was line, the cold not being felt 
lo any great extent. The days were 
very short, it being light only between 
9:30 a.m. and 3:30 p.m. For a whole 
month the sun bad not been seen. 

Dawson is a very quiet mining town 
and although there are many loughs 
there they respect the police and n man 
is as safe there as he is in Victoria. 
Even the gambling is as square as gam- 
bling can be and although five large 
gambling houses never close, stealing or 
quarrelling is never heard of.
